The Williams amendment was intro- 
juced at the request of District Attor- 
pey Edward Swann, following an in- 
yestigation of the so-called theater 
icket speculating evil several months 
go. Referred to the Aldermanic Gen- 
eral Welfare Committee, the amend- 
ment was favorably reported to the 
board, and, after unsuccessful efforts 
to lower the license fee to $25 and the 
speculator’s commission to 25 cents, the 
‘Williams ordinance was passed by the 
board. 

During the public hearing on the pro- 
osed ordinance hints of a large slush 
und to defeat the measure caused 
fuite a stir among the members of the 
committee. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Kilroe, who had been in charge of 
the District Attorney's investigation, 
when called upon to explain statements 
(credited to him in the newspapers rela- 
tive to the alleged fund, informed the 
Committee that according to informa- 
ition he had received the bill would be 
|bitterly contested by the speculators. 

Discussing the amendment later, At- 
torney Kilroe declared that he had 
been advised the speculators intended 
to test the ordinance in the courts just 
as soon as it went into effect.

HAGENBECK-WALLACE CIRCUS 


Show Sold at Receiver’s Sale at French Lick, Ind.— 
$36,100 Reported as Price Paid by New 
Owners—Ed. Ballard Retires From 
Amusement Business 


A surprise was sprung in the circus 
world Saturday, when, at a receiver's 
sale, held at French Lick, Ind., the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus passed into 
the hands of Jerry Mugivan and Bert 
Bowers, owners of the John Robinson 
Circus and the Howe Great London 
Shows. 


The sale was conducted Saturday 
afternoon, December 28, at the French 
Lick Springs Hotel, sealed bids being 
presented. The price paid by Mugivan 
& Bowers, it is understood, was 
$36,100, and it is the general opinion 
that these enterprising showmen se- 
eured a bargain. The second highest 
bid was that of John Ringling. There 
‘were several other bids on the prop- 
erty, but none was offered by Ed Bal- 
lard, former owner of the majority of 
the stock in the circus corporation. 

The Carl Hagenbeck and Great Wal- 
lace Show Company, which operated 
the circus, was put in the hands of a 
receiver, John R. Ward, several months 
ago, and the announcement made that 
the property would be sold. At that 
time the opinion seemed to obtain 
among circus people that Mr. Ballard 
or some of the other stockholders would 
bid in the show, but it was generally 
understood by Mr. Ballard’s friends 
that he would retire from the circus 
business, which took up a large part 
of his time, and devote himself entirely 
to his large hotel and other interests. 


No statement has been made by Mu- 
givan & Bowers as to their plans for 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus, but it 
is thought that they will continue its 
operation under the same title and use 
about the same number of cars as in 
the past few seasons. 


The circus was sold in its entirety, 
goodwill and trade name, and property, 
which included twenty-five flat cars, 
twelve stock cars, two advertising cars,

Julian Eltinge, fashion plate, in his 
feminine roles, and handsome devil 
naturally, came on with a reception 
and bombardment of flowers, present- 
ing four numbers with new songs to 
accompany each. The Siren Vampire, 
The Bride, In Society and The Bath- 
ing Girl all went big. More flowers at 
the close. Twenty-seven minutes, in 
full, numerous encores and bows, end- 
ing with a speech; special settings, 
elaborate costumes. 


Mary Meeker (“Dainty Marie’), long 
the beloved darling of the white tops, 
vaudeville and musical comedy road 
shows, presents a new act in which 
she does her rings and web special- 
ties. Her easy movements and clear 
voice in which she sings her songs 
while doing her gymnastic work, the 
clear, ever-changing silhouette on the 
back drop, shown by a white spot, are 
all pleasing. She has new scenery 
and has improved her act materially. 
She opens in one, to full. Ten min- 
utes; three bows, encore. 


Sydney Grant, formerly star with 
So Long, Letty, was also accorded a 
reception on his appearance. He took 
encore after encore with his humorous 
narratives and clever songs. Twenty 
minutes, in one. 


The last act is an Eltinge feature 
combination of film and one-act play, 
entitled His Night at the Club. In- 
cidentally the film was a last minute 
inspiration and James D. Barton put 
it over with some thirty locations in 
nine hours.

From the Land of Merriment sailed the S. S. 
Columbia into Port Columbia Theater, where the 
Hello, America Theatrical Company disem- 
barked. 

Manager Al. Shaw was somewhat up stage, 

owing to the lack of comedians, until Capt. Lee 
wised bim up to a pair of somewhat eccentric 
steerage passengers, Sam Lewis and Sam Dody, 
whom Manager Shaw engaged to furnish comedy 
in support of Miss America, otherwise Mar- 
guerite White. 
* Owen Martin, a collegiate appearing confi- 
dence man, accompanied by Billie Hill; a capti- 
vating adventuress, entered into a conspiracy to 
frisk the passengers for their valuables. 

Con. Martin banded out a line of crook patter 
that probably would not be recognized in Sunday 
School circles, but is familiar to magazine read- 
ers of detective and crook stories, with the one 
great difference that Martin bas the author of 
Crook Vernacular beat off the boards, for he 
uses the real Argot, 

Kittie Glasco, as attractive as ever in her 
girlish simplicity and more pleasing than ever 
in ber singing, appeared from time to time in 
individual songs and later on in the show 
shared honors with Billie Hill with a couple of 
popular numbers, 

There were some very fast and funny dialogs 
during the first part that kept the audience con- 
vulsed with laughter, chief among them Lewis’ 
“Conscience.”” which wouldn’t let him steal a 
three-dollar pair of shoes, but did permit him to 
steal a six-dollar pair. 

Lifting supers from a harness bull, by Lewis 
and Dody, made for laughter. 

Lewis and Dody’s introduction to stagedom 
under the supervision of Stage Manager Martin 
furnished clean and clever comedy, and the same 
can be said of Dody's apparent hypnotism in 
causing Lewis to do a travesty on St. Vitus and 
his famous dance, The manner in which Lewis 
did it was all to the merry. 

Lewis, Dody and Kitty Glasco, in operetta 
travesty, presented Kitty as an accomplished 
singer and Lewis and Dody as versatile actors of 
rea] merit. 

A dancing specialty, by Shaw and Lee, was 
of the “‘we excel brand,’ for few dancers on fhe 
stage today cam equal those boys for wonderful 
team work. 

The finale of Act One brought the feminine 
principals to the front in a patriotic spectacle, 
and their individual songs went over big, while 
the cbhoristers as girl scout cannonaders _re- 
sponded to Commander Marguerite White's drill 
orders lke well trained soldiers. The climax 
was reached when a cannon shot forth a large 
American fag out over the heads of the audi- 
ence into the dome of the house. 

Act Two transported the entire company onto 
the grounds of the capitol at Washington, D. C., 
where Lewis and Dody in black face makeup 
and mannerism were introduced as Capt. Liver 
and Lieut. Bacon by Beau Brummel Martin, at- 
tired in full evening dress. 

Martin introduced tae black hued phony army 
men to Billie Hill aud Kitty Glasco. What foi- 
lowed evoked continucas laughter. 

Shaw and Lee, in new, novel, unique blue uni- 
forms, helmets, and makeup as town constables, 
put over a song entitled Constabil that again 
proved their ability as entertainers of refinement, | 


Al. Shaw, as a Chink, accompanied by seven 
attractive ponies, put over a number which ran 
into a series of numbers, for they stopped the 
show by numerous recalls from a highly pleased 
audience, 


During the number a blonde pony came to the 
front With a line of Bowery repartee that added 
much comedy, 

Hello, America, Minstrels introduced the 
choristers in whiteface and full evening male 
attire, Some appeared swell, some appeared 
well and a few appeared in wigs that gave them 
the facial appearance of clothing store dummies. 

Marguerite White, as interlocutor, was per- 
fection itself in personality and artistic accom: 
plishments, 

Lewis and Dody, as end men, furnished merri- 
ment galore. 

Pickaninnies’ Paradise, by Lewis and Dody, 
demonstrated their singing ability and was well 
received, 

Shaw and Lee, in natty attire, did a classy 
dancing number that added to their laurels. 

Lewis and Dody then appeared in street attire, 
Dody as a ventriloquist, with Lewis on his knee 
as the dummy. Whar they said and did keptd 
the audience convulsed with laughter until Lewis 
and Dody left the stage and stepped into the side 
aisle, where Lewis did a few movements of his 
own that got the house, until Marguerite White 
inguired: **Where are you going?'’ and the cowics 
replied: ‘‘Home, the show is over.”’ 

COMMENT 


We reviewed the Hello, America, during its 


summer run, and can’t recall what we said of 


it. However, what we did say was our honest 
opinion, 

When the show opened its present season at 
Hurtig & Seamon’s we induced Marie F. Len- 
nards, dramatic editor of The Billboard, to re- 
view the show, and she also gave her honest 
opinion from a woman's viewpoint. 

When we read Miss Lennards’ glowing tribute 
to Billie Hill, who replaced Ina Hayward, we 
felt a subconscious resentment, for we are an 
ardent admirer of Miss Hayward. However, after 
sitting in a front row (the FIRST we have been 
fortunate in securing at the Columbia) and 
basking under the magnetic personality of Billie 
Hill and gazing up into those seductive eyes, we 
fully agree with Miss Lennards that Billie Hill 
is entrancing. 

What we have said relative to Miss Lennards’ 
review in its application to Billie Hill we can 
also say in reference to Marguerite White, who 
replaced our little favorite, Primrose Seamon, 
for again we concur in Miss Lennards’ opiaion 
that Miss White is just too cute for anything. 

Miss Lennards wasn’t strong for Lewis and 
Dody, but if she could have seen and heard 
them last night from our vantage point § she 
would concur in our opinion that they are co- 
medians par excellence.

Henry on the program is a bumping booze 
tramp, but if we dope the program right relative 
to Henry he is far from a tramp In appearance 
and more like a neat Dutch comic, who in juven- 
ile roles put over more apeed in his lines and 
dancing and did so exceptionally well, 

Frances Cornell, with every appearance and 
action of an accomplished prima donna, was very 
much In evidence thruout the performance, 

Miss Cornell is personally attractive in » wom- 
anly way, which is added to by about twelve 
changes in expensive gowns that she wore like 
one to the manor born. As a hander out of 
Jeweled garters at ten bucks each and the privi- 
lege seller of the Pickpockets’ Unilon, Frances 
was some comedienne, 

Bentley's slide from deck of ship to stage 
made for laughter. 

Geo. Agnew, a well dictloned straight, with a 
florist’s sprinkling bulb of compulsion powder, of- 
fered a few laughs at the expense of Bentley. 

Miss Fennell, a chunky specimen of feminine 
attractiveness, came on for a violin specialty 
that would be well received In big thme veuide- 

Ile, for the little lady js an accomplished musl- 
clan from Faust to ragtime. She was recalled 
reveral times, 

Bentley, Wallace and Agnews’ 
balls rr the laughs, 

Doggone Blues by May Kerns, accompanied by 
the choristers, stopped the show, and well it 
might for while Miss Kerns woe somewhat husky

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It seems strange that America’s first en- 
dowed theater is to be located ip Milwaukee, 
But such is the fact. 

The war and the influenza have brought this 
about. When America entered the war tile 
old German steck theater was, of course, closed, 
Later when a4 traveling organization was 
marooned in Milwaukee because of the Span- 
ish influenza the players acquired the Pabst 
Theater, former bome of the stock organization, 
for a series of stock productions. The com- 
pany, known as the Harry McRae Players, 
scored an unlooked for success. 

It was immediately decideq by the various 
Milwaukee interests that had been fosteringgthe 
Little Theater and the Playhouse to combine 
and establish a municipally maintained play- 
bouse, 

Already the promoters have raised the 
$10,000 a year guarantee which is required to 
finance the plan. Among the chief subscribers 
are the former backers of the German stock 
company. Among them are Charles I’. Pfister, 
rated @ millionaire many times over, and 
Ferdinand Schlesinger, who wallows in carh. 
Others are Mrs, William Sawyer, local society 
woman; Fred Vogel, Jr., and Albert Landaver. 

The new stock company will, of course, speak 
English.

There is a great opportunity for American 
theatrical enterprises in the West Indies, ac- 
cording to Edward M, Raphael, president of 
PB. M_ Rapbael & Co. and the Raphael Steam- 
ship Line, who arrived in New York a few days 
azo from a tour of the West Indies, 

“I bave been greatly impressed by the prog- 
ress made in the French West Indies since the 
war,” Mr. Raphael says. ‘‘It is mainly Ameri- 
ean money and American sbipping enterprise 
that have made these conditions possible. Every- 
body has plenty of money to spend, yet, with 
nothing to spend it on, as Raymond Hitchcock 
would say, ‘They are ali dressed up and no 
place to go.’ 

“The West Indian tslanders are not so much 
concerned about the money they have made in 
sugar and coffee as they are eager for oppor- 
tunities to spend it,’? Mr. Raphael continues, 

“Everywhere in the West Indies the de- 
mand is, ‘Why doesn't Broadway send us some 
food shows? They can play them in tents and 
charge speculators’ prices,’ 

“In fact, they would have to play in tents 
in many of the flourishing seaport and interior 
towns of the French West Indies and Hayti, 
as there are few if any first-class theaters, 

“So eager, in fact, are the prosperous people 
of these islands for first-class amusement that 
the banks, rich planters and business concerns 
kenerally would be willing to finance the bullding 
of theaters and opera houses. They would be 
especially interested in the erection of some 
fretclass moving picture houses such as the 
Strand, the Rivoli and the Rialto, 

“In Guadeloupe the two chief towns are 
Pointe-a-Pitre and Basse Terre. The latter is 
‘ve capital and the former the chief mercantile 
port. This island is especially wealthy, most

John E. Kellerd is one of our very dest delin- 
eators of Shakespearen characters, and it is in- 
deed toe bad that the financial results of his ef- 
forts have not been in keeping with the artistic 
suceess, M. H, Hedges, writing in The Beloit 
(Wis.) News, pays the following tribute to the 
genius of Mr. Kellerd, viz.: 

“The clearest proof of John BE. Kellerd’s emi- 
nence as an interpreter of Shakespeare lies is 
the sebolarly grasp of the essentials of bis art, 
revealed in his lecture at the college chapel yes- 
*erday afternoon. The theme of the lecture 
might be summarized in a eingle sentence: “All 
art emanates from sincere emotion."’ 

“*He took time to show that many interpreters 
of Shakespeare clutter their own senls with the 
memories of past interpretations instead ef go 


ing down into the show of life and ex- 
Jeriencing feeling, storing up within themselves 
the sentiments which must be afterwards re- 
ealled sincerely in the reading of the master. 
Most actors are imitators, not instruments, sen- 
sitive to the manifold emotions of life; most 
actors make mannerisms cover up their deficien- 
cles. He made these points by clear examples 
from every day life by readings from the plays. 

“He spoke of Hamlet as the most difficult 
role of Shakespeare, because Hamlet in the com- 
vass of two hours’ action experiences every 
emotion of which a human being is capable, 

“How clearly his performance last night em- 
bodied his own theories. His Hamlet was vivid, 
new, original. Wherever one might differ with 
bim on interpretation, it could not be on the 
grounds of insincerity or woodenness of manner 
or tone in Hamlet. Mr. Kellerd had a distinct 
soul in mind, a celibate soul, and he never ut- 
tered a word or made a gesture that did not har- 
moniously reveal that man. Hamlet, the only 
good, the only clear, the only gentle soul in 
Claudius’ court, could not have acted otherwise 
than as he did in all the sorry round of sad 
domestic tragedy. His Hamlet came nearer the 
greatness of the character than any actor. 

“All art is conscious art, struggled for and 
won thru devotion. Many of the audiences were 
surprised that Mr. Kellerd could explain just 
how be secured his effects. All great artists 
can go explain. Poe did, Shakespeare did in 
that every pasage in Hamlet, so often quoted. 
and so well given last night, to the players. 
Mr, Kellerd is not only an actor, therefore, but 
& producer and scholar. He is qualified not only 
te act Shakespeare, but to explain him, and to 
teach others to appreciate him (as he did to a 
ee ee ne ene ee 
ereat teacher.

There Are Two Roads, Entertainment and Educa- 


tion, Which Shall We Travel?—The $1,250,000 
Merger Means More Entertainment—Uncle 
Sam Wants To Educate the Masses 


There 1s every likelihood that before the pres- 
ent year bas passed into history that there will 
be a new department established at Washing 
ton, D. ©. It will be known as the Department 
of Education; its chief will be a member of the 
President's Cabinet. More than two wonths ago 
Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia introduced a 
bill in the U. S. Senate to create this depart- 
ment and to appropriate $100,000,000 a year for 
the conduct and development of this activity. 
The Smith bili seeks tu make this new depart- 
ment parallel to the Department of Agriculture 
and Labor. It requires that ezch dollar appro- 
priated by the general government must be 
matched by a dollar appropriated by the various 
States for State work; thus $100,000,000 will 
then mean $200,000,000, to be spent as follows:

ART AND THE WAR 


“The making of war pictures did more than 
anything else to break down the opposition to 
the war,” said George B. Zug before the art 
section of the Woman’g Club of Albany: “If 
any man was unwilling to hare the United 
States enter the war he would have bad to 
look at the fields of France but once and bis 
opinion would have changed.

The 
different magical magazines, almost without ex- 
ception, are only read by magicians or those 
interested in the art, which of course is proper, as 
they explain certain tricks, But The Billboard 
is read by managers, agents, producers, theater 
owners, In fact by everyone Interested in show 
business all over the world. With all due re- 
spect to the many who practice magic as a 
hobby, Just for the love of it, the art as a 
standard form of entertainment must be sus- 
tained by the professional stage.

submitted a communication calling for $2,500 
for expenses incurred in arrangements and work 
for the State Fair. Otier bills will be presented 
before the city bas closed the State Fair account 
for 1918, 

“There is no alternative for the city com- 
mission, the bills must be paid. The fact that 
the calling off of the State Fair was not an- 
ticipated at the time the city budget was made 
up, and all these expenses must be met out of 
municipal funds, will force the Mavor and com- 
missioners to put on their thinking caps, as 
they will have to do some more retrenching in 
order to keep within the revenues of the munic!- 
pality."’

NUISANCE 


Are State Rights Coming Back? — Censorship Dan- 
gers Ahead—Tell Your Troubles to 
THE BILLBOARD 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH. 


In the last three weeks I have seen one soap 
“ad’’ and two patent medicine “ads” in the 
features of some of the most prominent pro- 


ducers. The thing was scandalous. It was not 
a case of “‘accident’’ or mere directorial over- 
sight. The ‘‘ads’” were too bold for that. In 
one case the ‘‘ad’’ was right in the center of an 
important scene, in one of the other cases the 
patent medicine was skillfully led up to and 
then displayed, showing a bottle with the name 
of the medicine for a “‘close-up.”” This is an 
injustice, both to the exhibitor and to the pub- 
lic. The motion picture business just now is not 
in such a flourishing state that it can afford to 
offend the public even in trifles. The law com- 
pels a magazine to label advertising as such 
even when the advertising is put in the guise of 
a reading notice, 1 do not know whether pro- 
ducing companies get money for this sort of ad- 
vertising, but it seems to me that no amount of 
money ought to be able to induce a producer to 
degrade the motion picture drama into a vehicle 
for patent medicine advertising. There are, I 
regret to say, too many exhibitors who use their 
screens for naked commercial advertising. I 
think it is a poor policy, but the publit is not 
deceived directly. The patron may be peeved 
at baving to look at “‘ads’’ when he has paid 
his money on the implied understanding that he 
was to see nothing but pictures. To smuggle 
“ads” into the very entertainment that is of- 
fered to the patrons is to disgust the patrons. 
Likewise it lessens their respect and love for 
the motion picture screen. I for one would not 
blame the exhibitor if he cut the “ad” out, and 
if that ruins the continuity of the story so much 
the worse for the company which sneaked in the 


Are State rights coming back? They surely 
are if we get any first-class special productions. 
The State right plan of distribution is un- 
doubtedly the most profitable all around in the 
ease of a really first-class feature. It never 
takes long to sell if the ‘‘picture is right,’’ Most 
of the big productions like Quo Vadis, Cabiria 
and Birth of a Nation have been sold on that 
plan. I hear a friend near me whisper that the 
biggest ‘“‘lemon,’’ Civilization, has been sold on 
the State right plan. Very true, and, oh, what 
a lot of educated and uneducated money was 
burnt up in the process. However, that was not 
the fault of the State right plan, but entirely 
the fault of the pitcure. I qualify that by saying 
it was likewise the fault of the paid pnffing In 
the trade press. In connection with this subject 
remember The Billboard’s special reports on 
special productions and avoid the deadly sting 
of the puffing adder.

If you do come we want you to call at the office 
of this publication and we will be glad to aid 
with suggestions or introductions or anything 
else that will serve you. We are in the right 
ventricle of the heart of Manhattan, 44th and 
Broadway. 


I take no stock in the rumors that Paramount, 
in order to “get even” with the First National, 


will put up theaters to compete with the prom- 
inent exhibitors who compose the latter organ- 
ization. On the .other hand I have no great 
faith in exhibitors’ organizations invading the 
field of production. 1 know of some execrably 
bad pictures that were bought by the unanimous 
verdict of an exhibitors’ committee. One well- 
known genius in the exhibiting field and form- 
erly associated with the First National is no- 
toriously a bad judge of pictures. The presen- 
tation of a picture is a great art, of which the 
aforesaid exhibitor is the most distinguished 
exponent. I don't think that a great producer or 
a gifted director must necessarily be a clever 
and successfn! exhibitor. The two fields are 
separate and distinct and excellence in each is 
essential to the well-being of our fine and useful 
art. 


There seems to be a most emphatic and 
wholly unanimous opinion among experts that 
the foreign market is going to ‘“‘come back 
strong.”” The Billboard said so some time ago 
and coupled with this prediction the wish that 
increased profits to the producer ought to mean 
better pictures. With the whole world helping 
to pay f the negative, we have a right to ex- 
pect the best. The South American market 
looks more promising than ever before and the 
Pioneers there are beginning to reap their just 
reward. Peace is in sight. Europe will buy 
more American-made film than ever and thru 
Europe we will reach the uttermost ends of the 
earth. 


We like the plain, straightforward statement 
of Mr. Peter Schaefer. when as President of 
The National League of Motion Picture FExhibit- 
ors of America he announced his intention of 
rallying the exhibitors into the League and 
avoiding all future entangling alliances. The 
Billboard hopes that the coming national ‘con- 
vention at St. Louis will be the biggest ever and 


that it will be thoroly representative of the ex- 
hibitor’s interest.

Resolutions were passed against the proposed 
censorship bill and a committee appointed to go 
to Raleigh and fight the measure, Steps were 
also taken to obtain a refund of the city and 
county taxes on motion picture theaters.

The picture has a good start, with a domestic 
atmosphere, a quickening plot and a tense hold 
upon the emotions. It is a virile and compelling 
drama that will find appreciation everywhere. 
Fortunately the war element enters the story 
late and is merely subsidiary to the central 
theme. The interest is at once attracted to its 
principal characters and the drama _ evolves 
lucidly and without compromise, There are 
some fine specimens of battle scenes—but there 
is a gentle sufficiency of such, for the action 
covers one of the most vital situations in a 
penitentiary—notably the wildeyed convicts in- 
spired by patriotism begging for the chance to 
fight for their country.

Apparently authors like lawyers can present 
an argument in favor of any side of a situa- 
tion, an instance in point being The Gentile 
Wife. a sort of ‘“‘call of the blood” play, and 
The Little Brother, playing across the way. 

In The Gentile Wife a Jew marries a Chris- 
tlan girl without telling ber he fs a Jew. They 
are very bappy until the husband takes her 
to live with his fami'y. who are wealthy, but, 
to a degree, wanting in education and refine- 
ment. The wife becomes bored, Her mothber- 
in-law criticises her evening gown to her gon 
(the bysband) ‘‘as being cut too low in front."’ 
The husband, in turn, mentions it to his wife 
as delicately as possibile. Friction continues 
to grow, and, finally, the wife yields to the 
influence of one of her husband's friends and 
confesses the act to the husband, who kills him 
and is sent to prison. 

Thru the wife's efforts he is spirited away 
from a sanitarium for the insane, a fugitive 
from justice, and Is taken to his home for a few 
parting moments with bis mother, after which 
it bad been planned that wife and husband 
leave together and start life over again in 
South America, but as the signal is sounded 
for their secret departure a member of the 
housebold announces that his aged aunt is dy- 
ing-and wishes to see him. The wife tells 
him {ff he tarries a slipup in the plans will re- 
sult, bot he persiete that he can not leave be- 
fore seeing bis dying aunt—bis liberty at stake 
notwithetanding. 

Realizing the futility of her efforts to én- 
fluence him the wife leaves the house. 

As the final curtain is belong lowered the 
mother’s volce Is beard calling ber son from 
the sick room upstaire, and bis scattered gaze 
centers In the direction of the staircase as be 
staggers toward the banister. 

Just why the play should be named The Gen- 
tile Wife is not quite clear, for no word was 
mentioned on the part of those concerned to 
Indicate any fervency for or against any re- 
ligious creed or racial prejudice. In fact, the 
Jewish mother, on being told by her son's wife 
that she had Irish, Itatian and French ances- 
tors, humorously remarked to her son: “It seems 


to me, David, that you married a woman with 
blood of every race but the Jewish.”’ 

It could be the misfortune of any girl to 
live in the wuncongenial atmosphere of her 
husband's family of whatever nationality. 
The Jews may be clannish, but there are men 
a-plenty who never really belong to the woman 
they marry until they have been removed from 
the influence of their mother and family. 

True, the wife made no effort to adjust her- 
self to conditions, but, on the other hand, the 

roportion in numbers was rather overwhelm- 

gly against it. 

The Jewish mother, played with great fidel- 
ity by Vera Gordon, filled the whole atmos- 
phere whether she spoke or remained silent. The 
vigor of her honest, human thought could be 
felt and anticipated in every inch of the home, 
- tho she was at times obtrusively offen- 
sive. 

Personalities of this type are interesting and 
sometimes amusing, but to live with, for some 
natures, is a trying ordeal. 

Emily Stevens acted the title role with in- 
telligence and distinction, her enunciation being 
somewhat more distinct than usual. 

Her greenish-blue gown, worn in the break- 
fast room scene, was charming in colored effect, 
the contrasting note being her soft yellow hair. 

The evening gown of gold cloth was notable 
as an art creation.

AUSTRALIAN ATOMS 
By MARTIN C. BRENNAN 


Sydney, Nov. 22.—After considerable eflence 
I once again open up with a few items which 
will prove of interest, and from this day hope 
to send over a little something every mail. 

The Peace Day Celebrations were somewhat 
amazing, astounding and very daring, but I 
suppose they were merely a repetition of what 
you yourselves were doing. They brought thou- 
sands of country visitors to the city, and, 

hile the entertainments suffered the frst few 
nights, it was almost compensated for by the 
liberal support accorded since. 

Another matter of vital interest which has 
entirely supplanted the war is the influenza 
epidemic, At present it is most acute in certain 
parts of New Zealand, where the theaters have 
been entirely closed down. The crews of vari- 
ous beats are in quarantine in Sydney, and 
there have been several deaths to date. The 
authorities state that our climate right bere 
will do much to minimize the scourge, and we 
hope that it will not assume any great propor- 
tions. 

The chautauqua movement is now an estab- 
lished fact, and the company is showing in 
three towns to a very fair amount of success. 
Unfortunately four weeks’ bookings were lost, 
owing to the boat and its passengers crew 
being quarantined thru influenza trouble. 

Speaking to Mr. Ellison, the bead of chau- 
tauqua, he was rather inclined to be pessimistic 
regarding the outcome of business results. At 
several of the towns that will be played about 
Christmas and the new year the exodus of 
townsfolk to the metropol'tan centers will min- 
imize the attendances at the chautauqua.
